Kenyon's Appointment

ERHAPS most people will feel there is more 


Irutli than poetry in Senator Harrison's 


surmise that the appointment of Senator Ken- 
von of Iowa to the federal bench was intended 
lo "kick him upstairs". This manner of remov- 
ing a political obstacle has Ihe standing of tradi- 
tion and precedent, and there is some reason lo ] 
believe that Ihe activity of Senator Kenynn as 
organizer of the so-called ''agricultural bloc" is 
looked upon as an obstacle to Ihc party purposes 
in administration circles. 


Senator Kenyon accepted the. appointment 


because it gratified his ambition to become a fed- 
eral judge, he said, and afforded a release from 
politics. 
That, too, is understandable. A fed- 


eral judge is appointed for life, and a senator has 
to stand for re-election even- six years, beside 
the continuous political labor required to keep 
his organization in working shape between elec- 
tions. The emoluments of the two positions are 
approximately equal. 
Perhaps the opporlunily 


for conspicuous public service. Fame and suc- 
cess is larger in the senate, than on the bench, but 
thai in the last analysis is a question of indi- 
vidual taste and ability. There are not many 
better known Americans than Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, federal circuit judge. 
Judge 


Krnyon, if he wants, will not find the bench a 
pigeon-hole for his ambition. 


Senator Kenyon, in accepting the appoint- 


ment, added that lie felt more in a -position to 
resign because Ihe farm bloc program is largely 
completed before congress. That statement will 
.start controversy. 
Some of Ihe program has 


been put Ihrough, but some of it has not and 
there is most strenuous opposition. Doubtless 
there will be those who will charge the senator 
with feathering his own nest al Ihc expense of 
the "bloc" and its program. 
Hut it would be 


better lo wait and sec. 
Granting for the. sake 


of argument that il was the prospect of remov- 
ing the farm bloc's leader which inspired the 
presidential appointment, it docs not necessarily 
I'ullqw that Ihc program of the combination will 
collapse. 
Kenyon was a leader, but there, are 


oilier senate leaders in the. agrarian group, with 
whom Kenyon may feel Ihe interests of the micl- 


. die west may be safely left. 
Lcnroot, La Fol- 


k-lie, Norris, Capper. Borah, Johnson—these are 
senators counted among Ihe "'agrarians". 
One 


doubls Ihat Ihey were so dependent upon the 
leadership of Kenyon as lo be impotent without 


him. 
TII drop out \\ilh Ihe bailie left in such 


hands is hardly "betrayal", whatever else it may 
he. 


The same consideration may inspire some, 


reflection

paid for with Ihc Kenyon appointment. 
If, as 


suspected by many, il was really intended as a 
blow at Hie agricultural bloc, it seems ineffectual.
